Dr. Cans, who is planning to ])iiblish 
a eomplete r(‘port on his eollecdion, has graeionsly presented 
about half of the amphibians to the ]\Iiis(mni of Comparative Zool- 
ogy, including* the type of the new form, the remainder going 
lo tin' Carnegie ^Insimin of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania.

Coloration in alcohol. Above, grey him* ((piite light in some 
of the paratyt>es) ; inii(*r two fingei‘s and ()ut(*i‘ three toes yellow- 
ish suffused with brown, disks of other fingers and toes brownish; 
(*ye more or h*ss narrowly bord(*i*ed with white suffused with 
oi*ange, decidedly more (‘xtensive and continuous on u})])er eye- 
lid than lower (possibly bright oi-ange in life). Below, yellowish; 
a white strijie on tarsus and foi*earm (that on the formei* curving 
around the tibio-tarsal articidation ) , sc'paiating doi'sal and 
ventral patt(‘i‘ii, continuing on to the adjoining digit ; a similar 
stri})(‘. but shoid, above* anus; a wash of more oi* less j)ui‘plish 
brown under limbs particulai’ly in the* vicinity of the sti’ipe*, the* 
same* (*olor b(*low anal sti’ipe; also a white* sti‘ipe on under side 
of npp(*r anil (Uirving around ins(*rtion anteiaorly. Some (d* the* 
paratypes show obsemre white* s])otting nneler the* thighs. 

Head and hodjf length. Ty])e* (iTmm. Baratypes (iO-Gdmm. 

Ikcmarks. A transforming inelivielual (M.C.Z. 21)680), a])par- 
ently i*e*fe‘rable to this spe*cie*s, was taken freim the* steimach of a 
hatchling Chir</)iin.*< pgrrhopogon (Wieel). This teiad had the tail 
still ])resent but tlm limbs appe*areel fully ele*ve*lopeel. Owing 
te) seime i)e)ssible eloiibt about the ielentihe'ation, this inelivielual is 
not incluele*el as a pai*atype*. The data is the* same as that eif the* 
type* anei paratype*s. 
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The ran^'o oi' sativcKjii is hy tli(‘ most r(*eciit reviser ol* the 

genns, A. Fuiikhouser (11)57, p. 54). as Argentina, sonthern 
Brasil, and sontliern Bolivia. Wliih* tliis roughly ineliides the 
ty|K^ locality of the spcades (h‘scrihed li(*r{‘, th(‘r(‘ ap|)ears to he 
no evideiK'e that tlie two forms are sym})atrie. Tin* near(‘st 
lo(‘ality, El rarnien, at which Carl (Jans (‘ollei'ted sanrdfjH is 
ahont 4S8 kilonudm-s to tin* (^ast of El Ihuloii. E. iMiilhn* and W. 
llellmich (11)5(), p. 107) record saiirdyii, mentioning som(^ varia- 
tion in color, from ‘‘(hirriche von San Ramoir’ north of San Jos{‘ 
de Chictnitos. “Cni'riche von San Ramon” is not sjH‘cifically in- 
dicated on )\Iiiller and ll(*llmich's ma]) {lor. cil., jn 115), though 
a short s])nr from the main itinei*ary extending north and west 
from San -lose d(* Chi(piitos may inchule or t(‘rminate at “(hir- 
riche.” In any event, this locality is much closer to El Ihiilon 
than is El Cannen, San -lose de Chi([nitos itself being abont 218 
km. to the east. In the absence of evidence of syinj)atry, the 
judgment that sddvdgii and pdiloud are si)ecitically distinct is 
bas(Hl on the sevei*al diffei*enees cited in the diagnosis. 

r. pdilo)id seems also to be related to hoUvkuid fi'om whieh 
it appears to dilfer in having snmller discs on the fingers and 
toes, diffei'ently shaj^ed parotoid glands, and in dift'erent (‘olora- 
tioii, consisting chiefly in the absence of white spotting or vermi- 
cnlation on the sides, and a nearly immaculate ventral coloration. 

According to Fnnkhonser {lor. ctt., j). 57), the range of holiri- 
ddd is the eastern Andean foothills of Ecuador and Bolivia, thus 
ap})areiitly occurring at higher altitudes than that (‘hlOm.) at 
which pailoud occurs. Again there appears to be no sympatry, 
and specific distinction is inferi’cd fi‘om the (‘xtent of mor])hologi- 
cal and coloi- differences.
